ed by compoſures founded on Grecian and Roman 
above Scotch and even Engliſh ſtory. Deſcriptions 
however of particular objects, by either a proper election - 


of ſtriking circumſtances, or an apt intermixture of in- 


tereſting obſervations, may be both enlivened and ren- 


dered in ſome ſort general The claſſics ſhew, that 


minute pictures of them, ſtrictly conformable to geo- 
graphical truth, may be not diſpleaſing: And may 


not Gillicranki or Ketterin or Avondoo be introduced 
and traced and deſcribed by name as well as Benacus 


and Tiberis and Hybla e Locality, on which a ſtructure - 


is unexpectedly reared, ſeems rather to be a praiſe.
